Meeting at Bryan Decided to Appoint L egisla­ 
tive Committee to Draft Bill Asking Topograph- 
ical and Hydrographic Survey— President Law­ 
rence 
Will 
Appoint 
Committeeman

Each County.

BR Y A N , Nov. 30.— Plans for a vigorous appeal to the 
legislature at its next session for an appropriation to m ake a 
flood control survey along the Brazos River w ere outlined here 
today at a m eeting of the Brazos River R eclam ation A ssocia­ 
tion. 
W hen the law m akers meet in January a bill carrying all 
the necessary features will be ready for their consideration 
and a well organized com m ittee from about thirty-five inter­ 
ested cities will be ready to throw influence behind it. 
The 
legislative com m ittee is to be com posed of one m em ber from 
each county along the course of the river and one from each 
railroad and other large corporation interests. 
An additional 
com m ittee of five m em bers will be selected to draw up a bill 
and ascertain that it will stand the test of the legislature and 
the courts. 
President John M. Law rence of Bryan* w as em ­ 
powered to appoint Loth com m ittees and indicated that he 
would do so without delay. 
W ith hut little more than t h illy 
days in w hich to prepare their case flood control forces are 
tightening their organization and, it w a s declared, will proceed 
at once to work in earnest.

This displaces “ Elem entary Principles of 
A griculture,” by Ferguson and Lev is, w hich has been selling 
for 60c and w as bid this time at 85c a copy. 
This is a large 
contract, as three years ago 67,816 copies of the book on agri­ 
culture w ere sold, 26.848 the second year and 17,270 the third 
year with this year yet to to hear from.
